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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claims 31-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Recitations such as "a corner" on line 2 of claim 31 render the claims indefinite 
because it is unclear what element includes the corner the applicant is referring to. 
Recitations such as "the edges" on line 9 of claim 31 render the claims indefinite 
because they lack antecedent basis. Recitations such as "a point or sharp angle" on 
line 9 of claim 31 render the claims indefinite because it is unclear which one of the non- 
equivalent alternatives the applicant is positively setting forth. Recitations such as "wall" 
on line 4 of claim 33 render the claims indefinite because they are grammatically 
incorrect. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Szapucki et al. Szapucki et al. discloses a housing for installation in a window frame 
having a window sash 46 with a notch 51 defining a pair of opposed edges 56 and 56', 
the housing comprising a first part 2 defining exterior side walls 10 having edges, a

second part 4 separate from the first part and defining interior side walls nested in the 
exterior side walls and a top wall 8 extending beyond the interior side walls to define a 
flange, the edges of the exterior side walls being spaced from the flange and 
protuberances 18, 20 projecting from the edges of the exterior side walls and spaced 
from the flange to define respective gaps for receiving the respective edges of the notch 
therein.
